GENERAL REVIEW OF THE SITUATION. 


Tlie Duty of the Electors in the 
Campaign. 


The campaign of 1872 Is now fairly and 
Irrevocably entered on with all Its imporUnt 
Iseaee as relates to the government of the State 
for the next two years and the municipal govern­ 
ment of the Empire City for a twelvemonth at 
least. The Intermediary preparations for the con­ 
test are all concluded, and nothing now remains 
Itor the leaders but to marshal their forces, to ex­ 
ercise tbclr best strategies for success on the 
eventful Sth of November next, and after that 
either to retire discomfited to abide their time for 
another opportunity or to reap the fruits of present 
victory. Throughout the Stiite and city, as over 
•11 the broad land, the one all-absorbing political 
topic Is the coming Presidential campaign and the 
local political Interests to be infiuenced by the 
result. Next to the election Itself general Interest 
Is attracted to the State conventions of the rival 
parties, as upon the strength and popularity of the 
State ticket hopes of success or anticipations of 
defeat are vaiionsly indnlged In, according to the 
political proclivities or prejudices ol the people. 
THE REPÜBL1CAN .STATE TICKET 
adopted at Utica has been for some time before the 
electors of the State and of this city, and the wis­ 
dom and political sagacity of the party that framed 
and endorsed It, and the soundness of the platform 
of principles drawn up and submitted by them, 
have been 
full? discussed, and. It must 
he said, accepted with 
almost unanimous 
approval. 
That ticket 
and 
platform was 
the gage of battle in this State thrown 
down by the regular, or administration, republican 
party to the coalition forces of the league—the 
Tammany democrats and Greeley, or antt-adminls- 
tratlon republicans. The nominee of the regular 
republican Convention has accepted the situation. 
General Dtx, by his letter of acceptance published 
In yesterday’s Derald, Is now in fact the stan­ 
dard bearer of the party In the national and State 
canvass, the result of which in November next wUl 
he an endorsement of the policy, homo and foreign, 
of the present administration; Its maintenance by 
the people of tbis State through their elected Ex- 
ecotlvc, or Its censure and condemnation by the 
elecuon of an Executive opposed to that policy, 
and pronounciug thereby the verdict of the electors 
of the State. 
THE COALITION STATE TICKET. 
Ever since the action of the Utica Convention the 
one Important question, rising above moat others 
In a strictly party-political sense, whether it was as 
to the probablUtles of Charles O’Conor and John Q. 
Adams accepUng the nomination of the LonlsvlUe 
Stralght-ont Democratic Convention as their can­ 
didates for President and Vice-President, or what 
Bight be the result of the election In Vermont, or 
what the result may yet be In M aine-all bearing 
Bore or less on the great event to come off In No­ 
vember—the more immediately Important question 
was as to the peraonnel of the Syracuse ticket, or, 
rather, as to the man who would be called upon to 
lead the party to victory or defeat In the coming 
contest. That ticket is now before the country to 
be compared and contrasted with its rival The 
Byracnse Coalition Convention, however desirous 
they might have been to please their friends and 
adherents, must have realized the fact by this time 
how bard it is to please everybody, and how difficult 
particularly it is to assimilate or harmonize po­ 
litical elements that come together for the first 
Ume to take part In an uncertain contest, and one 
In which the odds are against them. That portion 
of the democratic element that with unabated al­ 
legiance has remained faithful to Tammany and her 
present sachems, and gone into the coalition, seem 
to be perfectly satisfied with Mr. Kcrnan as the 
sUndard bearer of the party, and. In a hand-to- 
hand straight-out republican and democratic fight, 
would stake everything upon ihclr success.

tics which prevail at other Umcs. Indeed, outside 
•f the election for Governor, It mattered little just 
now wliat names appeared on the state ticket for 
other offices, with tbo exception, perhaps, of Con- 
gTMsman at large; for in this election for Presi­ 
dent the major absorbs the minor, and as the vote 
tor the President goes will go the vote upon the 
whole llchet. As to the 
AVaUaBILITT OF THE SYRACt’SE CAJIDIDATB, 
Mr. Rarnnn Is unquestionably unblemished In 
private and public character. He has had a good 
deal ofcxperlence in public life, holdlug only such 
offices, ibowcver, as the suirragca of his fellow 
citizens «lectal him to, and In these hte conduct 
and bis acts, according to the record, must ncccs- 
■arily ooaineud him to the nnprejudlcol of all 
claases. it la true he ia not much known out of bla 
own aectlon, the centre of the State, except oa a 
lawyer, wttA a.reputation In the courts In which he 
prncUcea, samcr.king akin to that enjoyed by 
Charles O’Conor in the courts of the mctropolla. 
AS a politician and a public man Mr. Kcrnan la not 
widely known, aod therefore falla far bcnlnd hta 
Tlval OB the repnbllean ticket.

An error 
to the positionKisu generally throughout the city 
)n of the question of the new appor­ 
tion as to how the matter at present stands will 
enable the electors to Judge as to the division of the 
city into districts os made by the late Legislature. 
The recent redlstrlcting Is but temporary. No man 
elected to Congress from any of tbe previous dis­ 
tricts can tell in what Opngressionat district he 
will reside this time next year. The constltntion 
provides that there shall be once in every ten years 
a census taken of the United Btatcs. A new ap­ 
portionment of Representatives to Coninrcss was 
made upon the last census at the 
late 
session of the present Congress. 
In Feb­ 
ruary a General Apportionment blU was passed 
in pursuance of that Congressional requirement 
Increasing the number of members of the House of 
RepresentaUves from 241 to 276, and directing that 
the Legislatures of the various States should appor­ 
tion the number of Representatives given them on 
this basis, each Btate being allowed Representa 
tlves according to population. 
Under this Ap­ 
portionment bin New York was entitled to thirty- 
two members—an Increase of one. The Legislature, 
then In session at Albany, proceeded to act accord­ 
ingly, and passed a bill redlstrlcting the ct^ iind 
giving the additional member to the city of Brook- 
glvlng tne aaaitionai member to the city 
Irn.

Frank CampbeU, aUaa BUly F orrester, was sent 
tMllore S aperlntendent Kelso yesterday m orning, 
and, after a n ro tracted Interview with th a t offlcial, 
he was ordered back to bis. cell a t the Central 
Office. Detectives McCord and Farley w ere then sent 
for by Mr. Kelso, and the working up of the details 
of the evidence against F orrester was entrnstod to 
them . As w as shown m the H e ra ld of Monday last, 
the New York police have been looking for Forrester 
for a long time. He has m anaged to avoid them and 
their agents, however, for now nearly tw o years. 
To do this he w as compelled to bring Into play 
every faculty of his versatile nature, and his suc­ 
cess baa been the w onderm ent of the police 
all 
over 
the 
country. 
F orrester, 
during 
this 
period 
of 
time, 
has 
travelled 
over 
alm ost the en tire South, and has only been once 
arrested from the d ate of the m urder of Mr. Nathan 
ap to his capture In W ashington on S aturday lost. 
Hla being taken in th at city Is due principally to 
the activity of S uperintendent Richards, of the 
WTaahlngton poUco 
force, who became aw are, 
through the ordinary channels of police Informa­ 
tion, th at an unusually clever operator w ith the 
"Jimmy” was In that city. S uperintendent Rich­ 
ards instructed his chief of detectives, J. W. Clalr- 
voe, to put all his m en on the w atch and find out. 
If possible, who the m an was th at was reported to 
be in the vicinity. Captain Clalrvoe detailed Offi- 
oers 0. M. McBlfresb and Miller to do the work, and, 
giving tnem the tw o opposite ends of the city 
to 
look 
after, 
he 
took 
the 
centre 
or 
principal 
p a rt 
himself. 
After 
som e 
two 
or three days’ laboring npon very m eagre InteUl- 
genoe. C aptain Clalrvoe became convinced he bad 
to do w ltn a more than ordinary Individual. 
He 
unearthed snfflclent of the m ovem ents of the m an 
to w arran t him In m aking a report to Superinten­ 
dent Richards, and th at officer then advised Detec­ 
tive Clalrvoe to give bis atten tio n m ore to the sub­ 
urbs of the city than th e tow n Itself, as It was likely 
the m an wonld choose some of the country resi­ 
dences ouMUle In preference to the business houses 
within the lim its of the town. In obedience to these 
tnstm ctlons D etective Clalrvoe m ade an excursion 
on W’ednesday night last Into the country In the 
direction of Georgetown. As he w ent along

he noticed som ething peculiar In the neighborhood 
o ra gentlem an’s residence not far out from Wash­ 
ington. 
He waited for some tim e w atching the 
place, and was rew arded for his patience by seeing 
a m an leave the honse and tu rn tow ards th e city. 
The detective, who was concealed, followed th is 
m an back Into W ashington, and to a house th at he 
had before suspected as being the place w here the 
man was concealed be wa.s looking for. 
lie kept 
guard upon the prem ises until nearly daylight, and 
feeling sure no one was likely to leave them after 
th at time for some hours, be retu rn ed to Superin­ 
tendent Richards and related to him w hat he had 
witnessed.

Im m ediately 
posted Detective McElfrcoh ontslde the honse to 
watch, and then sent D etectives Clalrvoe and 
Miller into the place to see who were there. 
ARer a rigid, but seemingly careless, exam ination 
of the house the detectives w cie convinced th ere 
was no one of any im portance in the place, and 
this they reported to the Superintendent. They 
w ere Instructed to go back and continue visiting 
the house until the somebo<ly who was w anted 
should tu rn up. On Friday evening the much 
sought personage put in an appearance. The offi­ 
cers were standing In the hallway th at led through 
the house, when this man passed from a bedroom 
Into the dining room of the establishm ent. The 
sudden bursting upon the scene of this im portant 
Individual In the dram a th at was being just then 
enacted hod such an elTect npon Detective Clalrvoe 
th at he rushed down Into the kitchen of the house, 
and any one p resen t a t the m om ent he entered 
the culinary d ep artm en t would have seen him 
thrust his hand Into one of the breast-pockets of 
his coat, pull out a photograph, exam ine It care- 
lully and would have heard a half-uttered exclama-

The detective re tu rn ed to his p artn er, who, on 
Mils occasion, was detective McElfresh, and passed 
out Into the street, followed by the latter officer. 
When they had got a safe distance from the house

"Yes, I think it Is, ” said the other, "b u t we 
muslD’t touch him now.” 
“This la a big Uiing,

dent Ihey found Mr. Richards in his office. A con-

Officers McElfresh and Miller then w ent out with 
Forrester, and the detective who was on dutv 
w atching the boose up to the time of tnelr arrlval.

w hereabouts of Forrester. This man, who seemed 
to be a foreigner, completely broke down when he 
understood he was under arrest, and the detective 
had g reat difficulty for some tlmo In g ettin g him to 
move along. At about twenty-five m inutes to one 
o’clock the prisoners were taken luto the Police 
Hoadquurtcra. w here they wore received by 8u- 
p eiintendent Richards an a his Chief of Detectives, 
Clalrval. F orrester was In no way concerned about 
his arrest, but on the co n trary boro him self lU e a 
m an who had suddenly fiung from him a heavy on- 
cum brantn. He talked freely with the Saperln­ 
ten d en t and Captain of Detectives, and his easy 
style and careless m anner showed plainly he was 
not em barrassed about the capture.

was

bly frightened, and shivered and shook w ith a 
horrible dread of the prison cell. When F o rrester 
was asked about nlm the Instantaneous answ er 
w as:— 
"I don’t know tho m an.” 
This evidently w as a g reat relief to the other, for 
he becam e m ore calm, and began for the first time 
since his arrest to look the situation clearly la the 
face. He w as locked np, however, and will be held, 
no doubt, for an attem p t a t burglary. Forrester 
was searched after the removal ufthe other prison­ 
ers, but nothing of any Im portance was found upon 
him. He was alm ost com pletely out of money and 
no weapons of any kind were found about him. 
Superintendent W chards allowed him to sit for 
som e hours In his room talking to tho detectives, 
and th en he was removed to a 
cell In the 
re ar of tho PoUce H eadnuarters. 
This cell Is 
on the ground floor of the bulUlIng, and is rath er a 
prim itive contrivance. There are two large Iron 
net-w ork doors, both of which arc fastened by 
locks to an Iron beam th at staiuls In the centre. 
The pieces of Iron th at m ake the n et work of the 
doors are flat and broad, and not bars, as In m ost 
o ther prisons. The cell, although a rndelv con­ 
structed aflTalr, Is thoroughly secure, and there Is 
plenty 
of room 
Insldo 
for 
tne 
prisoners 
to 
m ove about, an advantage not generally 
granted 
to 
them . 
An 
officer 
was 
placed 
outside 
the 
cell 
In 
the 
hallway to watch 
F orrester, as the 
gentlem an’s peculiarities lor 
contriving escapes were well known to the S aper­ 
ln ten d en t of Police, and every precaution was 
tak en to gnard against his getting away. 
In the 
course of the evening ho expressed a wish to be 
allowed to stroll up and down the hall, and when 
S aperlntendent Richards was asked If ne would 
g ra n t him this perm ission, he desired the officers 
to take F orrester Into their own room and let him 
pass the evening there If he ftit Inclined. Forres­ 
ter was then taken out of tho cell and given the 
privilege of the detectives’ room, where he spent 
the evening chatting freely w ith the officers. Of 
course there w ere always sufficient m en In the 
room to prevent him Rom getting off. but he 
never for a m om ent m anifested any desire to 
escape, and although the detectives watched him 
narrowly, they appeared to place the utm ost confi­ 
dence in him. When Forrester was safely locked m 
the cell and th e police felt satisfied he Was secure, 
Superintendent Richards telegraphed the new s of 
hla a rrest to S uperintendent Kelso. 
This official 
being out of town Captain Irvlug was sen t for and 
; d^espatch was handed to him to reply to and 
act upon. He w ent In search of Detective Farley 
and found him a t m idnight, and It was then d 
cided betw een these officers th at Farley should go 
to W ashington and bring back the prisoner. An 
answ er was 
sen t to Saperlntendent 
Richards 
stating w hat had been done, and th at officer 
replied 
th at 
ne w as perfectly satisfied. 
The 
appearance of C aptain Irving a t Police H ead­ 
quarters at so late an hour on S aturday night 
CADSKD CONSIDEBABLB BXOITRMKNT, 
and w hen he w as understood to be looking for De­ 
tective Farley it was Im m ediately concluded som e­ 
thing im portant bad taken place. The officers 
m aintained the strictest secrecy, and no clue to 
what was going on could possibly bo obtained. 
On Sunday m orning the whole thing was revealed 
by the publication of tbe arrest of F orrester, and 
then the cause of th e m ystery of the previous 
night w as fully understood. 
The excitem ent, 
however, started by the captain’s late visit to 
headquarters only grew In Intensity when the in ­ 
telligence of the capture was received. It had 
been

all 
over 
the 
country 
th at 
F orrester 
was 
w anted 
by 
the New York police for som ctblug In reference to 
the N athan m urder; but w hether be was th e m an 
who was supposed to have com m itted the deed or 
was m erely w anted for some m atter In conuectlon 
with It people of course could not tell. The Im­ 
pression In the public m ind has bceu for a long time 
th at the police were looking for Forrester In con­ 
nection with the m urder Itself; but few people be­ 
lieved they had any evidence th at would at all bring 
the crim e home to him. These doubts in the public 
mind made the excitem ent caused by the au- 
nouucem ent of his arrest still more Intense, and 
there is every reason to believe It will continue 
until some formal exam ination or trial Is held 
in 
the 
m atter. 
The 
police 
them selves 
do 
not 
pretend 
they 
have 
any 
evidence 
directly bearing npon F orrester as the m an who 
killed Mr. N athan; but they do claim they have 
testim ony of a nature to justify them In arresting 
him and p u tting him on trial for the deed. W hat 
the value of the evidence is can only be decided at 
a trial. 
For the p resent the police are the sole 
Judges of Its im portance. Detective Farley was 
chosen to go on to W ashington because he had 
been Intim ately connected w ith the case since the 
nnfortunate occurrence took place, and he Is an 
officer or tact and m anagem ent. 
He started Rom 
New York on Sunday night by the half-past nine 
o’clock train and arrived In 
W ashington the 
following 
m orning 
shortly 
after 
half-past 
six 
O'clock. 
He 
presented 
him self 
a t 
the 
detective office about half an hour after hla arrival, 
and Informed the officer In charge of hla Identity 
and the n ature of his business. Detective McEl- 
Rosli, who bad been np a portion of the night with 
Forrester and was a t the m om ent sitting In the 
hallway outside the cell, was called to receive De­ 
tective Farley, and both officers then w ent back to 
where the prisoner was confined. When the detec­ 
tives arrived in front of the cell F orrester was sit­ 
ting on a low seat tnslde, but at sight of Officer 
Farley he stood up and put his lace to one of the 
diam ond-shaped openings of the door. Both tho offi­ 
cer and the prisoner smiled. When they were 
opposite each other and Mr. Farley got up to the 
cell door tho following conversation took place:— 
“ Well, do you know me t” 
“ Yes, 1 guess 1 do,” answ ered Forrester. 
“It’s a long time since I saw you.” 
“ Yes. p retty good time. 
How have you been, 
Phil r You look w ell; you d on't seem to change 
any.” 
“ I w ent down South to sec yon some time ago,

Tho horses th a t starte d w ere Mr. 
D enton’s bay m are Scotland Maid, J. CampbeU’s 
brow n m are C arrie W hite, J. H. PhlUlpa’ bay m are 
Fanny Osborne and H. W. Howe’s brow n m are Ida 
Fnlton. Scotland Maid was th e favorite over the 
field. She won the race In throe straig h t heats, 
tho last one being given to her by the drivers 
of the o ther horses, PbilUps’ and Campbell’s, 
who w aited for Scotland Maid w hen she was 
a distance behind 
them nntU she could come 
np and w in the heat. 
The 
Judges 
should 
n o t have snoered each a flagrant w rong as this to 
have passed nnpnnlshed, and should have protected 
all parties who w ere b ettin g on Phillips’ and Camp­ 
bell’s m ares. It was the duty of the Judges to have 
declared the h eat null and void a t least, and put

These w ere the 
black BtalUon W. H. Ripley, sorrel m are Ladv Shot- 
well, black m are EveUno and chestnut gelding Nor­ 
wood. Four b eats w ero tro tted , w hen darkness 
set In and the race had to be postponed nntll this 
afternoon a t half-past one o’clock. Ripley w as the 
favorite before the sta rt a t one hundred to forty 
over tbe field, and he sold a t th a t odds after tbe 
first heat, which was won by Lady Shotwell. The 
latter won the second heat, and then she became 
the favorite for one heat only. The stallion, after 
w inning the th ird heat, resum ed his previously 
high position in the betting, and was a nlgher fa­ 
vorite when the race was postponed.

kees, in the year 1736, he described a com field,

keea for this land In December, 182». M atters con­ 
tinued in a di.sturbed and unquiet state until 1835. 
Two years were given to the Cherokees for their 
removal. No reslsUnce was made, as, indeed, any 
opposition would have been In vqln. Many of them 
died from exposure and fatigue on arriving on the 
banks of the Arkansas River—I myself visited thetc 
graves 
near 
by 
where 
they 
lande<I. 
With 
courage and perseverence 
they began 
again. 
In 
that 
trackless 
wlidcrncM, 
to 
fell 
trcoa 
and 
Clear 
the 
land. 
Next came 
the re­ 
bellion. tho order of the day was no neutral 
grounds. The result was that the Cherokees loaf 
more men for the preservation of the Union tbaa 
any Htate according to nuinlierM. I round tha 
Cherokees a religious people, fond of learning, 
clean In their persons and extremL-Iy polite tor 
frontier settlers. 
Their houses are better built 
than mcmt of those of the poor whites of the .South- 
west. Tholr way of living and habits In « very way 
far ahead of the White Indians inhnMtlng tho 
mountainous districts and bleak belt of Arkansas. 
I saw more drunkenness, wlhl, de^adJng hablw 
among the whites, inclined to be Tnclmn In look», 
by nursing long hair and paddling about in a canoe„ 
than 1 ever illd among the Cherokees. I ateo o ^ 
served that the Indian* copied farming after their 
neighbors. 1 travelled hundreds of miles In botü 
countries, and I venture to say I saw more wild, 
nnfencud good land In Arkansas in proportion ta 
u s iS h a f f its than I did In the Indian country. 
Before encroaching on the Indian rc.scrvallon i« 
weulU be well to clear and cnltivuU*, and alsa 
civilize, some of those whites which arc only ona 
grade higher than a Digger Indian; for I saw many 
famlUes of wlilto children naked as they wore borik 
roaming about tl)9»9 wilds and in a destitute con­ 
dition. This is rcat Wlcncss lu Its glory; bat no­ 
thing Is said a 'u o a lll.'

form, containing no word of censure for 
the foul corruptions of the republican 
State Legislature, was presented as the 
result of a committee’s labors and received 
I with uproarious applause, no person regarded 
it as anything more than the natural perform­ 
ance of a regular party Convention, enacted 
over and over again, year after yea r, for the 
past quarter of a century. That so respect­ 
able a nominee as General John A. Dix hap­ 
pened to get at the head of the ticket was for­ 
tunate for the people of the State in case of 
its snooess at the polls; but this was probably 
more owing to the acknowledged necessity of 
fair nominations than to any other cause. 
The Syracuse Conventions met under differ­ 
ent circumstances, and the people did not ex­ 
pect that they would re-enact the scenes of 
the old party gatherings.

Mr. TUdon was the mark for the 
small shafts of a dozen ambitious nobodies, 
with more impudence than brains, and there 
was nothing in or about the Conventions to 
distinguish them from any other old party 
gatherings of a similar character, or to render 
them in any way worthy of the character of 
the great independent uprising at Cincinnati 
and Baltimore.

The ticket 
at Syracuse was nominated by Mr. Tilden and 
Governor Seymour, Mr. Kernan being a 
political disciple of the latter. The record of 
General Dix is well known, and the other can­ 
didates associated with him are respectable 
enough in point of character and capacity. 
No person can gainsay the personal worth of 
Mr. Kcman, and hia political record is good, 
but is wholly and consistently democratic. 
The republican organs denounce him for 
alleged opposition to war when the rebellion 
was hatching, but it will scarcely answer their 
purpose to revive such a dead issue in view of 
the extreme anti-war record of Lyman Tre- 
main, and even of the former sentiments of 


were disgusted with the tricks and schemes 
and close management of regular political or­ 
ganizations, and who desire that the people 
should be their own masters and manage their 
own political affiiirs instead of suffering them­ 
selves to be manipulated and dictated to by a 
ring of selfish professional politicians and 
chronic office-seekers.

All our recent despatches from the West 
relative to the attitude and action of the 
Indians encourage the belief that at no dis­ 
tant day another Indian war will be forced 
upon us. The surveyors of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad are experiencing more than 
inconvenience in the accomplishment of their 
task. From Jamestown, from Chicago, from 
Salt Lake City, from San Francisco, the 
reports are more or less the some ; and we 
are left little room to doubt that a rising of 
the Indians on a large scale is not only con­ 
templated, but almost certain to take place. 
From one section we learn that if the survey­ 
ing expedition party attempts to return East 
the Indians are resolved to fight to 
the bitter end. From another quarter we 
learn that there has been severe figliting; ihzt 
the troops have been outnumbered and badly 
beaten, and that in the Yellowstone Valley 
there are not fewer than twenty thousand hos­ 
tile Indians well armed and readjr for the fray. 
In another quarter the Indians have left their 
reservations and refuse to return, and in San 
Pete county, Utah, there is a perfect reign of 
terror. So it is; so it bos always been. Civiliza­ 
tion approaches the Indians and they rebel 
They can make promises. They can take gifts. 
Of gift taking, in fact, they are never tired. 
We cannot promise them too much. We can­ 
not give them too much. But in spite of 


1 all wo do or can do they remain what they 
I have ever been—-the natural enemies of civili­ 
zation. The hunting grounds are diminish­ 
ing, the bufialo is scarce, the reservation

done? Are the Indians to be allowed to stand 
in the way of the development of the country ?

Th« Vorty-alntM P arallel S arrep. 
A telegraphic despatch from Toronto men­ 
tions the departure of a large British survey­ 
ing party for Pembina. At this place, situated 
on the Red River of the North, whore it is 
crossed by the forty-ninth parallel of north 
latitude, they are to meet a similar American 
party to commence running and marking the 
northern boundary line of our territory where 
it joins that of the New Dominion. This line, 
according to the treaty, begins at the western 
extremity of the Lake of the Woods, about one 
hundred and twenty miles east of Pembina, 
and runs due west, on the forty-ninth degree, 
to the Gulf of Georgia, which it strikes near 
the mouth of Frazer River, a littio north of 
the lower end of Vancouver’s Island. Probably 
several years will be required to complete this 
survey of a line nearly seventeen hundred 
miles long, through a country most of which 
is totally unexplored by white men. The 
party now commencing the survey are only to 
go as far west as the Rocky Mountains, whose 
summits divide the head waters of the Mis­ 
souri from those of the Columbia and other 
rivers flowing towards the Paciflo, about nine 
hundred and sixty miles west of Pembina. 
Besides fixing the boundary, this survey will 
bo of great practical value as settling the dis­ 
puted point whether there is a feasible route 
for a railway to the Paciflo through the British 
Territories of Assiniboin and Columbia. 
Canadian pride and enterprise are, to a certain 
degree, interested in finding in their pos­ 
sessions a line which will compete with onr 
transcontinental trade avenues and secure for 
their commercial centros a share of the rich 
freightage which from the Asiatic coasts of 
the Pacific seeks the marts of Western 
Europe. 


The Coming Opera Sesaon. 
The good ship Cuba brought to our shores 
last evening a precious consignment of musical 
talent from Europe. Messrs. Maretzek, Grau 
and Strakosch, the erUrqtreneura for the coming 
season, have culled the gardens of the Old 
Country of their most precious song flowers. 
and formed a bouquet of talent such as America 
has seldom been presented with. 
For the 
Italian Opera the prospects are most encourag­ 
ing. Although the subscription books for the 
season have not yet been formally opened, so 
great is the demand for boxes that aU have 
been disposed of with the exception of five— 
something unprecedented in the history of 
opera in this city. The amount of subscrip­ 
tions reaches the neighborhood of fifteen hun­ 
dred dollars for each performance, and when 
the box office is opened next week we may 
expect to see every seat in the Academy of 
Music disposed of in a day or twa The house 
itself has also undergone many important im­ 
provements in appearance. The lobbies are 
all handsomely frescoed; the mezzonine tier 
has been extended on both sides, so as to add 
thirty-two seats to the auditorium; the huge 
chandelier that hangs like Mohmamed's coffin 
in the centre glistens in all the re­ 
fulgence 
of 
a 
thorough 
cleaning; 
the vestibule at the Irving place entrance has 
been decorated with mirrors and a clock, and 
the scenic artists are hard at work upon new 
scenery for all the operas in the répetio^e. 
This last feature was sadly needed. Our old 
friend^ 
introduced 
on evei^occarionlont^ it became the laughing­ 
stock of the audience, has been removed, and 
we may now expect some little regard for 
taste and harmony in the representation of 
operas this season. 
The company is undoubtedly one of the 
strongest ever brought to the Academy of 
Music. In Madame Pauline Lucca the man­ 
ager has secured the reigning queen of the 
lyric stage, an artist who has held for years 
the first position in London, Berlin and St 
Petersburg. It is unnecessary to speak of the 
high estimation in which the American public 
hold their fair countrywoman, Miss Kellogg. 
She comes back to them laden with fresh lau­ 
rels gained in London daring a season which 
was unusually brilliant Not content with 
presenting two such accomplished artists, the 
management has engaged a third prima donna. 
Mile. Leveille, and a contralto, Señor­ 
ita Sanz, both of Parisian renown. 
The tenors, Vizzani and Abrugnedo, are 
said to possess many of the excellent qualities 
ofCapouland Mazzoleni, and the baritone, 
Moriami, resembles BeUini very much in his 
style of singing. A large proportion of the 
chorus is brought from Covent Garden, as 
well as all the singers for the minor rdles. The 
répertoire is very extensive, comprising the 
best operas of Meyerbeer, and of the Italian 
masters, and a few novelties by Gounod, 
Flotow and Petrella. With such a promising 
pfó«péctus the 'season paunot fail to be suc­ 
cessful.

On the concert stage the outlook is no less 
gratifyiug. Mr. Grau presents the greatest 
living pianist, Rubinstein, and a troupe of new 
artists, and Corlotta Patti and Mario, with their 
fresh company, are likely to excite the public 
to unwonted enthusiasm. The only thing 
required now is that these managers keep their 
promises faithfully with the public, for indul­ 
gent as our people are towards true art they 
are no less severe in their rebuke of anything 
approaching to charlatanism. No manager 
need fear the risk or expense of giving musical 
entertainments which are first class in every 
sense of the word. There is a liberal, generous 
public here to reward his efforts. 


The F inancial O lA cnltlca at Spain. 
It appears by the tolographic news from 
Madrid that the deficiency of the Spanish 
budget, which is to be submitted to the new 
Cortes, amounts to the enormous sum of one 
hundred and thirty-three millions of dollars. 
I It is said, consequently, that another loan is 
contemplated to meet the wants of the Treas­ 
ury. We noticed not long since a reported 
scheme to raise by a loan or otherwise sixty 
millions oi dollars for Spanish exigencies in 
Cuba. Spain needs, therefore, nearly two hun­ 
dred millions of dollars to carry on the gov­ 
ernment at home and in the colonies over and 
above the available resources of the Treasury, 


j How is it to bo obtained ? Looking at the low 
credit of Spain, at tbo interminable war in 
Cuba and at the instability of the Spanish 
government, it is evident such a loan or loans 
! can be raised only at ruinous rates if at 
all. 
France, with all her recent war 
disasters, might have littio difficulty in 
raising such a sum or even a larger one, 
because her credit stands high and her manu­ 
facturing and other industries are surprisingly 
productive; Engl.and, too, has a vast surplus 
prodqctioo Rml onortaoos ca^itaUzQi wcftltb 


to meet any pressing demand of the govern­ 
ment; the United States would soaroely feel 
any such extraordinary call for money, for there 
is hardly any mcaanre to the resources and fu- 
tore of this country; but what has Spain got 
to show? What can she offer as security for 
loans amounting to two hundred millions of 
dollars? Her manufaoturee and commerce 
are very limited, comparatively; her agricul­ 
ture barely supplies the wants at home, and 
her whole political and social system is in a 
revolutionary condition. She has a vast army 
and navy, altogether out of proportion to her 
position among the Powers of the world and 
to the extent of her commerce, which are 
eating the vitals of the nation. If she would 
part with, or give poUtical freedom to, her 
colonies, and concentrate her efforts in 
developing the internal resources of the Penin­ 
sula, Spain might recover from her present 
difficulties and hope for a brighter future.

Among the many matters of soientiflo and 
popular interest discussed at the recent open­ 
ing of the British Association meeting is the 
wonderful coinoidenoe between the observed 
phenomena of solar and terrestrial disturb­ 
ances. In a paper furnished by a distin­ 
guished East Indian scientist most remark­ 
able evidonoo is given of the close connection 
between the amount of heat received by our 
planet from the sun and the prevalence of sun 
spots and solar tornadoes, which latter through 
the labors of Heoohi, the Italian philosopher, 
have been distinctly charted. 
It clearly 
appears from the results of careful and con­ 
tinued investigation in the Indian Ocean that 
the cyclones which revolve over its fiery bil­ 
lows have a periodicity corresponding vrith the 
sun-spot periodicity, so that, as has been well 
said, if an observer in another planet could 
see and measure or count the solar spots 
and the cyclones or earth spots, he 
would discover a marvellous harmony be­ 
tween them. The President of the mathe­ 
matical section of the association, Mr. Warren 
De La Rue, has suggested that this periodic 
harmony wUl be ultimately discovered over the 
entire globe. But it may be stated os a mat­ 
ter of fact that in the area of the Indian Ocean, 
lying between the Equator and twenty-five de­ 
grees south latitude and forty degrees and one 
hundred and ten degrees east longitude, the 
rotating storms and typhoons have varied in 
frequency during twenty-five years’ observa­ 
tions directly as the amounts of sun spots. It 
is not certain that science wUl ever be able to 
use the observations of solar disturbanoes for 
the direct prediction of terrestrial storms, but 
there can be no doubt if we had a good solar 
observatory, and could obtain prompt photo­ 
graphic records of the mutations and erup­ 
tions going on in the sun’s photosphere, the 
knowledge would enable the physicist to fore­ 
cast the general weather for a longer period 
than has ever been attempted. The apparent 
intimate and causal connection between solar 
cyclonic action and the abnormal extremes of 
severe heat and cold, such as have been experi­ 
enced within the past twelvemonth, leaves no 
doubt^in toejaja* ^ 
astronomers that otur clkoAte'and seasmial 
conditions depend very much on cosmical 
and interstellar agencies. Armed with the 
spectroscope and other modem philosophical 
inventions of the kind, the astronomer is better 
able to examine and study these remote phe­ 
nomena to-day than he was a oentuzy ago 
to determine the right ascension of a star. 
The meteorological facts which are being so 
industriously stored up by the Weather Bureau 
in this country, and by similar institutions in 
Europe, will be of inestimable value standing 
alone, but of infinitely greater value if con­ 
nected and compared with parallel cosmical 
phenomena. In the enormous work of col­ 
lecting the requisite information on these 
really practical matters it is idle to depend 
upon private observers, liable to the bias of 
their own theories, poor and ill equipped for 
such labors. Only by a governmental or inter­ 
national system of research can it ever be 
hoped to gain a trustworthy account of the 
countless and instructive changes that daily 
affect onr own planet, and thns lift the veil of 
mystery which overhangs its meteorology. 
These solar spots have been observed since 
the time of Galileo, and it is time that their 
precise significance in our planetary system 
should, if possible, be determined, and they 
should be snbjected to rigid scrutiny.

ANOTHER MURDER BT INDIANS.

The Madeleine came next, 
leading the Magic, which brought up the rear. 
After clearing the beacon west of the Ughthouso 
on Morris Cove Point tho fleet found they had got 
ALL TDK w in d THEY WANTED, 
coming right down the Sound from the east-north­ 
east and with a nasty chop wnlch kept them jump­ 
ing. Tho tide was running ebb. After running 
about a mile on the port tack tho Nettle B. turned 
round and started back for New Haven, and was 
followed soon afterwards by tho schooner Eddie.

TO show the lalsity of the charge that militarv 
power is employed to oppress tlie people 01 the 
southern States I will state that 1 hold in my hand 
a record, certified by the Secretary of War, which 
shows that, with fe exception of Texas, where 
there are large bodies or hostile Indians aud an ex- 
tended Mexican frontier co protect, there are only 
4,138 men divided among the other ten. States that 
were in rebellion. Virginia has no soldiers within 
its border except the ordinary garrison at Fore 
Monroe. There are only 286 soldiers in Alabama; 
there are S3 in Arkansas and 340 in Tennessee. 
After dividing the whole number of troops by the 
ten Smtcs you only give to each about 400 troops, 
including the garrisons, so thae less than one- 
seventh of the army is stationed in those States. 
Nowhere is military power exercised except in 
subordination to the civil authorities. Applications 
are frequently made by marshals for troops to assist; 
in the arrest of criminals or in the other execution 
of their duties, where they are resisted by force 
which they cannot overcome, and these applications 
are sometimes granted aud sometimes denied by 
the War Department. 
But to uphold the civil au- 
thority is the only way in which soldiers are em- 
ployed by this administration.

Superintendent Rich- 
ards instructed his chief or detectivea, J. W. Clair- 
voe, to put ail his men on the watch and tind out, 
if possible, who the man was that was reported to 
be in the vicinity.

horrible dread of the prison cell. Wlien Forrester 
was asked about uiin the instantaneous uuswcr 
was:— 
"I don't know the man." 
This evidently was a great relief to the other, for 
he became more calm, and began for the ilrst time 
mnce his arrest lo loolv tin* situation clearly In the 
face. He was locked up. however, and will be held, 


i no doubt, for uti attempt at burglary. Forrester 
| was searched after the removal orthe other prlsou- 


cr.% but. nothing of any importance was found upon 
him. He was almost completely out of money and 
no weapons of any kind were found about him. 
Superintendent Klcbards allowed him to sit tor 
K>me hours in l:is room talking to the detectives, 
and then he wus removed to a cell in the 
rear or the I'ollee Headquarters. 
This cell is 
on the ground floor of the building, and is rather a 
primitive contrivance. There are two large iron 
net-work doers, boih of which are fastened by 
locks to an iron beuni that stands in the centre. 
The pieces of iron tiiai make the net work of the 
doors are flat and broad, and not burs, as in most 
other prisons. The cell, HltliLMi^h a rudely con- 
structed ufiUir, is thoroughly secure, und there is 
plenty 
of room 
inside 
for

move about, uu advantage not generally 
granted 
to 
them.

intendent of Police, and every precaution was 
taken to guiird ujr.nust his getting away. In the 
course of the evening he expressed a wish to be 
allowed to stroll up and down the hull, aud when 
Superintendent lUchunls waa asked If lie would 
grant him this permission, he desired the otllcers 
to take Forrester luto their own room and let him 
pass the evening there u he felt inclined. Forre.s- 
ler wus then taken out of the cell uud given the 
privilege oi' the detectives' room, where he spent 
the evening ohatting treely with the oiucerM. Of 
course there were always sutilcient meu in the 
mow to prevent him from getting on*, but he 
ncvei for n moment -uiumfcHicd any desire to 
e^cupe. :md ulthouj^h the detectives watched him 
narrowly, they appeared lo place the utmost confi- 
dence in him. X\ hen Fon ester was sal'ely locked in 
tlie cell and the police fell, satisfied he was secure. 
Superintendent Kiebunis telegraphed the ueusof 
his avre.-t to Superintendent Kelyo.

being out of town Cuptuin Irving was sent for aud 
the despatch wus bunded tu him to reply to and 
act upon, ile went in search or Detective Farley 
and loiiti'l him ut mnlniglit, uml It was theu de- 
cided between these oilicerstlmt Farley should go on 
to Washington and brmji hack the prisoner.

On Sunday moraine the whole tiling was revealed 
by'the publication of the arrest of Forrester, aud 
theu the cause of the mystery of the previous 
ul^ht was fully understood. 
The excitement, 
however, started by the captain's lute visit to 
headquarters only grew in iiitenBitv wheu the in- 
telligence of tlie capture w«s received. It had 
been

thut 
Forrester 
was 
wanted 
by 
the New York police lor something in reference to 
the Nuthuii murder; but whether he was the mun 
who wus supposed to huve commuted the deed or 
was merely wanted for some matter in connection 
with it people of course could not tell. The hu- 
pre.ssion iu ttie public mind has been for a louir time 
that the police were looking for Forrester Iu con- 
nection with the murder itself; nut lew people be- 
lieved they had, any evidence that would at all bring 
tlie crime home to him. These doubts m the public 
uilud made the excitement caused by the an- 
uouncemeut of his arrest still more intense, and 
there is every reason tu believe it will continue 
u^tli- £rcnz»« -fixruajil examination or trial is tieltl 
in 
the mutter. 
The police 
themselves do 
not 
pretend 
they 
)m-ve --- MIM^— -ftViUem^u 
directly bearing upon Forrester as the man who 
killed Mr. Nathan; but they ao claim they have 
testimony of a nature to justify them in arresting 
Him and putting him on trial for the deed. What 
the value of the evidence is can only be decided at 
a trial. For the present the police are the sole 
judges of its importance. Detective Farley was 
chosen to go ou to Washington because he had 
been Intimately connected with the case since the 
unfortunate occurrence took place, and he is an 
oillcer of tact and management. He started from 
New York on Sunday night by the half-post nine 
o'clock train aud arrived in 
Washington the

morning 
shortlv 
after 
half-past 
six 
o'clock. 
He presented himself at 
the 
detective ofllce about half an hour after his arrival, 
and informed the offlcer in charge of his identity 
and the nature of his business. Detective McEl- 
fresh, who had been up a portion of tbe night with 
Forrester aud was at the moment sitting In the 
hallway outside the cell, was called to receive De- 
tective Farley, and both oflicers then went back to 
where the prisoner was confined. When the detec- 
tives arrived in front of the cell Forrester was sit- 
ting on a, low seat luside, but at sight of Officer 
Farley he stood up and put his face to one of the 
diamond-shaped openings of the door. Both the offi- 
cer and the prisoner smiled. When they were 
opposite each other and Mr. Farley got up to the 
cell door the following conversation toot place:— 
"Well, do yoa know me 1" 
"Yes, I guess I do," answered Forrester. 
"It's a long time since I saw you." 
"Yes, pretty good time. How have yon been, 
Phil f \oulook well; you don't seem to change 
any." 
"I went down South to see you some time ago, 
Billy, but I missed you."

•'Yes, I know you did; but that was no fault of 
yours. How's Jack McCord f" 
"He's not been very well lately; somewhat under 
the weather." 
"How long have you been in Washington ?" 
"Oh, ten or twelve days, I guess." 
"Sow, that I see you in the light, you don't look 
very well; you're rather white and thin." 
"I've had pretty good cause to look shaken. I 
was laid up three months sick at Petersburg, Va., 
and I'm onlv Just beginning to get around." 
"What was the matter v" 
"I got cold somehow and it settled in roy bones, 
and 1 wound up by getting paralyzed in the arm. 
I'm all right now, though." 
"I see vou've got a lump there under your eye. 
What's that ?" 
"A mosquito bit me there and I rubbed It, and I 
suppose i poisoned if, and it swelled out to the 
size you see. 1 mast have It looked after, or I'm 
atratd I shall lose the eye." 
"Where's the old woman now >" 
"She's down South, somewhere." 
"Billy. I'd like to ask you something about that 
New Orleans business; there's one or two things in 
It 1 don't understand, and I'd like you to explain to 
me." 
••All right, I'll tell vou anything that Iknow about 


it.""What was Connors' idea in getting us down 
there J" 
'•It wasn't Connors brought you down, it was 
Baker." 
"Yes, of course, Baker, but acting ror Connors, he 
was the man v" 
"Well, i suppose he wanted lo get money out of 


you." 
"Dou't vou think he would have given you to 


US 'I" 
"Well. I don't know about that. 
He wouldn't 
have given me away in his own house, and that's 
where 1 was. He might have given me away at 
my hole: but that wouldn't have been of auy use to 
you, lor I could have got away from you." 
"Scarcely, I thiuk, if once I got hold of you. 
There'd be a scramble for it anyhow. 1 think il I 
had seeu rou, Billy, I'd have brought yen home." 
"No, you couldn't, and I'll tell you why. If you'd 
come to my deu, or you were brought there, it 
would be a put up job, and I'd know all about It; as 
it was. I knew yon were in town the very night you 
got there. When yon would come to me I'd be 
prepared ror yon, and what chance would you have 
of taking me, coining there under the impression 
that I knew nothing at all about you, when In 
reality I was well posted for vou r You might have 
come there any night and 1 wonldu't have given » 
snap for you. I had more ways of getting out of 
that crib than anybody knew about, and it _>ronld 
have been a prettv tough job to collar me in it"

"Well, suppose we'd got into Connor*' lUatuiglit, 
what would you-have done!"' 
"I don't Know; U depend* upon circumstance*. 


Of course you wonldu't blame a man for trying to 
get away. If you bad got me in thas house l would 


have been In a pretty tlgkt plaoe. There were only 
two wavn in winch a lellow could escape iroui the 
house—by jumping through the frout window or 
KOlug through tue back yard; aud. If you hao the 
house surrounded, aa, of course, any offlcer like 
you would, what chance should 1 have of getting 
away from vour" 
"Suppose'jou met me going up the Ktalre for you, 
we'd very likely have atuiwel for it*" 
"No, Phil, I wouldn't do that with you. I'd es- 
cape ir I could, but not that way; 1 never hurt a 
man yet. and 1 never will." 
"Did vou nee me whilo I was In town?" 
"No, 1 never laid my eyes ou you. I saw Itadford 
once ortwlce. but 1 never saw you." 
"No, I thought you didn't." 
"Well, you see, 1 knew you were in town, and, 
with thirteen years hanging over my head, it l&u't 
very likely I'd run Into your hand.-i if 1 could help it. 
You were keepiug shady, too, and dolug KOUIO due 
work, because vou knew there were parties in town 
tlmt would give you awu> to me; but, for ull that, 
Iliad It, I'liil, uud, though I didn't go out on the 
promenades every afternoon, 1 didn't lildcinysciriu 
a closet either." 
"Let me see. You went down u> Mexico aftur 
thut for a little tilt, didn't you •/" 
"No. 1 didn't; I never was In Mexico. I went 
North a little ways." 


"ISut you met MuUius when he came back from 
1'ern, didn't you V" 
"Yes, 1 did; wo were together for a while after." 
"How was that ? Did you leave New Orleans be- 


fore 1 did V" 


••1 don't remember about that exactly; I think, 
though, i went 
away a day before yon. I 


really forget. 
About that time I was In a 
good deal of trouble and Connors won bother- 
ing me every day about his work with you. 
He wanted to get hold of your money, but you 
wouldn't part with it, and 1 was frightened thut 
he might hand me over. You know how dldlcult it 
la for a mutt like me to trust anybody. You played 
some sharp }x>iuls on the old man down there; 
but he wanted the money, and nothing else would 
do. You sent to New York to get some "queer" 
bills for him. It was a good dodge and came near 
taking. 
(Here the 
officer 
laughed heartily.) 
Theu you tried the clergyman dodge on him. but 
that was no go either. You see Counor.4 made up 
his mind to one thlusr and he stuck to It—lh»t was 
to gel the money." 
"You left New Orleans the night before me, you 
say: then you must, huve gone ou a Alouday mghl, 
for I left Tiiesduj.'' 
"\Vc were golns across the river the night bo- 


fore In a small boat; but it be^aii to blow a gulc of 
wind and the water was too rough; we could not 
get over. It quieted down in thtv morning and we 
got across. We pushed on to the Hrst lauding, 
theu walked twenty-live miles up the country and 
wound up at Natche/., where we look a few days' 
rest." 
"You were in Memphis that time I got down 
there, were yon not v Tim! cabman i^ave it to you 
tiiat lime, anil you went oil." 
"Yes; he gave it lo me, and of course I didn't 
wait to see j on.1' 
"You weut down South again, didn't you, from 
therev" 
"Hold on. now; I'll tell you the next. I heard of 
you. It wiw in Baltimore."

Philadelphia long belore that.'' 
"No, I (Uiiu't. 1 never heard of this charge until 


1 was in Memphis, ami it was Tim banded me a slip 
out. of the Ni-:w YOKK llKtiAi.n. It was in the paper, 
with description, reward und all." 


••Now, I tell you you're wrong. You heard it be- 


rore that. 
Ynu knew of II in I'hiladclphlu; or if you 
didn't, you knew ol it Irom there pretty soon after. 
You heard of It by letter. Mary used to write,

"You Mem that message by an ofiicer on a steam- 
boat irom New Orleans."

I tried 
one of the old trickfc on them—you know what 
1 mean—and they all got as soft as young 
kittens. The Mayor came to me and promised me 
that ii I turned over the stun* there'd be no more 
about it, iwd so did tlie magistrate, the Chief of 
Police and Governor. They all gave me" their words 
that I should get out 01 it, and so i returned 
the stuff.

have passed unpunished, ana should have protected 
ull parties who were betting ou I'hillipB' and Camp- 
bell's mares, it was tlie duty of the judges to have 
declared the heat null and void at least, and put 
other drivers behind the mares and had the race 
fairly settled. There seems to he a prevailing dis- 
position on the part of drivers to trot their horses 
for second money only, where a record will not be 
given them, while others depend ou the pool box 
to regulate their winning and losing tactics, and 
without the proprietors of trotting tracks use more 
stringeut measures with these scamps the public 
will sooner or later become disgusted with the 
trickery anil Keep away from the trotting tracts 
altogether. The next Trotting Convention must 
make a rule to give every horse a record that wins 
apprize, and that will improve things considerably; 
but the stronger measures will have to be resorted 
to of ruling off the track of both man and horse in 
all cases where "pulling" is practised. 


The second race bad tour starters. These were the 


black stallion w. H. Bipley, aorrcl marc Ladv Shot- 
well, black mare Eveline anil chestnut gelding Nor- 
wood. Four heats were trotted, when darkness 
set ill and the race had to be postponed until this 
afternoon at half-past, one o'clock. Ripley was the 
favorite be/ore the start at one hundred 1o forty 
over the field, and he sold at that oflds after the 
first heat, which was won by Lady Shotwell. The 
loUer won the second heat, and then she became 
the lavorite- for one heat, only. The stallion, alter 
winning tue third heat, resumed his previously 
high position in the betting, and was a higher fa- 
vorite when the race was postponed.

This gentleman bad tho 
extreme'ill taste neither to riae at onr entrance 
nor to offer OS seats, nor even to vouchsafe us tna 
sight of Ina foil Ace. My friend was permitted a 
confldcntlal Interview with his right whisker, while 
1 was allowed to (lay what! had to say to the bftclc 
of his head. At the end of tbe Interview neither 
sympathy was expressed nor the aid of the Lega- 
tion proffered.

The whole thing struck me with snch astonish- 
ment that I determined to write to you on tne sub- 
ject. That I should be so treated did not astonish 
me. I was a ••Brttigner." But that an American 
citizen Hhould meet with snch » reception was an 
entirely new experience to me.

No person can gainsay the personal worth of 
Mr. Kernan, and his political record is good, 
but is wholly and consistently democratic. 
The republican organs denounce him for 
alleged opposition to war when the rebellion 
was hatching, but it will scarcely answer thoir 
purpose to revive such n dftid ixsiio in view of 
the extreme anti-war record of Lymau Tre- 
main, and even of the former sentiments of 
General Dii.

Indians * 


All oar recent despatches from the "West 


relative to the attitude and action of the 
Indians encourage the belief that at ao dis- 
tant day another Indian war will be forced 
upon us. The surveyors of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad are experiencing more than 
inconvenience in the accomplishment of their 
task. From Jamestown, from Chicago, iioin 
Salt Lake City, from San Francisco, 
the 


reports are more or less the same ; and we 
are left little room to doubt that a rising of 
the Indians on a large scale is not only con- 
templated, but almost certain to take place. 
From one section we learn that if the survey- 
ing expedition party attempts to return East 
the 
Indians 
are 
resolved 
to fight to 


the bitter end. 
From another quarter we 


learn that there has been severe fighting; that 
the troops have been outnumbered and badly 
beaten, and that in the Yellowstone Valley 
there are not fewer than twenty thousand hos- 
tile Indians well armed and ready for the fray. 
In another quarter the Indians have left their 
reservations and refuse to return, and in San 
Pete county, Utah, there is a perfect reign, of 
terror. So it is; so it has always been. Civiliza- 
tion approaches the Indians and they rebel. 
They can make promises. They can take gifts. 
Of gift taking, in fact, they are never tired- 
We cannot promise them too much. We can- 
not give them too much. But in spite of 
all we do or can do they remain what they 
have ever beea—the natural enemies of civili- 
zation. The hunting grounds are diminish- 
ing, the buffalo is scarce, the reservation 
arrangements 
do 
not 
satisfy, and, 


of 
course, 
the 
white 
man 
is 
the 


cause of all their trouble. 
"What is to be 


done ? Are the Indians to be allowed to stand 
in the way of the development of the country ? 
Because the Indians object are our Pacific 
railroad enterprises to be abandoned? 
Of 


course not. We say be just to and keep faith 
with the Indian. Let the government look 
sharply after the Indian agents. Much trouble 
has come from this source. The agents em- 
ployed by government do not always do their 
duty. Let them be punished, and punished 
severely, when they are found nnfaithfnl. 
Let 


us do everything just and fair by the Indian; 
but let us not allow Mm to stand in our wuy. 
If he wili persist in resisting authority the 
cure is simple. 
Let a plentiful supply of 


troops be sent to the disaffected quarters; let 
there be no lack of ammunition; let Phil 
Sheridan take charge, and let him understand 
that the work is to be done promptly and ef- 
fectually.

A telegraphic deopfttch from Torouto meu- 


tiouM the departure of a forge British survey- 
lug party for Pembin*. At this place, situated 
un the Red Kiver of the North, where it is 
crossed by the forty-ninth parallel of north 
latitude, they are to meet a Buiular American 
party to commence running and marking the 
northern boundary line of ottr territory where 
it joins that of the New Dominion. This line, 
according to the treaty, begins at the western 
extremity of the Lake of the Woods, about one 
hundred and twenty miles oust of Pembina, 
and rune due west, on the forty-ninth degree, 
to the Gulf of Georgia, whicli it striken near 
tho month of Frazer Kiver, a little north of 
(he lower end of Vancouver's Island. Probably 
several years will be required to complete this 
surrey of a line nearly seventeen hundred 
idile.s long, through a country most of which 
is totally unexplored by white men. The 
pnrly now commencing the survey are only to 
go an far west as tho Rocky Mountains, whose 
summits divide the head waters of the Mis- 
.sonri from those of the Columbia and other 
rivers flowing towards the Pacific, about nine 
hundred and sisty miles west of Pembiua. 
Besides fixing the boundary, this survey will 
be of great practical value as settling the dis- 
puted point whether there is a feasible route 
for a railway to tho Pacific through the British 
Territories of Assiniboin and 
Columbia. 


Canadian pride and enterprise are, to a certain 
degree, interested in nudiug in thoir pos- 
sessions a line which will compete with our 
transcontinental trade avenues and secure for 
their commorcial centres a shore of tho rich 
freightage which from the Asiatic coasts of

Tlie Financial 
Difficulties of Sjmin. 


It appears by the telegraphic news from 


Madrid that the deficiency of the Spanish 
budget, which is to be submitted to the new 
Cortes, amounts to the enormous sum of one 
hundred and thirty-three millions of dollars. 
It is said, consequently, that another loan is 
contemplated to meet the wants of the Treas- 
urj. We noticed not long since a reported 
scheme to raise by a ioan or otherwise sixty 
millions of dollars for Spanish exigencies in 
Cuba. Spain needs, therefore, nearly two hun- 
dred millions of dollars to carry on the gov- 
ernment at home and in the colonies over and 
above the available resources of the Treasury. 
How ia it to be obtained ? Looking at the low 
credit of Spain, at the interminable war in 
Cuba and at the instability of the Spanish 
government, it is evident such a loan or loans 
can be raised only at ruinous rates if at 
all. 
Franc*, with 
all 
her 
recent war 


disaster*!, might have little difficulty 
in 


raising snch a sum or even a larger one, 
because her credit stands high and her manu- 
facturing and other industries are surprisingly 
productive; England, too, h»a ft vast surplus 
productiou md enormous capitalized wealth 


to meet any pressiug demand of tho govern- 
ment; the United Status would scarcely feel 
»ny uueheiUaordinnry call foruiouay, for there 
in hardly any measure to the resources and fu- 
ture of this country; but what has Spain got 
to show? What oau uhe offer as security for 
loans amounting to two hundred millions of 
dollars? Her manufactures and commerce 
are very limited, comparatively; her agricul- 
ture barely supplies the wants at home, and 
her whole political and social system is in a 
revolutionary condition. She has « vast army 
and navy, altogether out of proportion to her 
position among the Powers of the world and 
to the extent of her commerce, which are 
eating the vitals of the nation. If she would 
part with, or give political freedom to, her 
colonies, and concentrate her 
efforts iu 


developing the internal resources of the Penin- 
sula, Spain might recover from her present 
difficulties and hope for a brighter future. 


n<tm*rk*l>lf> Coincidence* Between So- 


litr and Terrestrial Pnenomcitd* 


Among the many matters of ncientifio and 


popular interest discussed at the recent open- 
ing of the British Association meeting is the 
] 


wonderful coincidence between the observed 
phenomena of solar and terrestrial disturb- 
ances. In a paper furnished by a distin- 
guished Bast Indian scientist most remark- 
able evidence is given of the close connection 
between the amount of hoat received by our 
planet from the sun and the prevalence of sun 
spots and solar tornadoes, which latter through 
the labors of Secchi, the Italian philosopher, 
have been distinctly charted. 
It 
clearly 


appears from the results of careful and con- 
tinued investigation in the Indian Ocean that 
the cyclones whioh revolve over its fiery bil- 
lows have a periodicity corresponding with the 
sun-spot periodicity, so that, as has been well 
said, if an observer in another planet could 
see and measure or count the solar spots 
aud 
the 
cyclones 
or earth 
spots, ho 


would discover a marvellous harmony be- 
tween them. The President of the mathe- 
matical section of the association, Mr. Warren 
De La Hue, has suggested that this periodic 
harmony will be ultimately discovered over the 
entire globe. But it may be stated as a mat- 
ter of fact that in the area of the Indian O«an, 
lying between tho Equator and twenty-five de- 
grees south latitude and forty degrees and one 
hundred and ten degrees east longitude, the 
rotating storms* and typhoons have varied in 
frequency during twenty-five years" observa- 
tions directly as the amounts of sun spots. II 
is not certain thut science will ever bs able to 
use the observations of solar disturbances for 
the direct predictiou of terrestrial storms, but 
there can be no doubt if we had a good solar 
observatory, and could obtain prompt, photo- 
graphic records of the mutations aud erup- 
tions going on in the sun's photosphere, the 
knowledge would enable the physicist to fore- 
east the general weather for a longer period 
than has ever been attempted. Tho apparent 
intimate and causal connection between solar 
cyclonic: action and the abnormal extremes of 
severe beat and cold, such as have been experi- 
enced within the past twelvemonth, leaves no 
doubt in the- minds of the most practical living 
astronomers that our climate and seasonal 
conditions depend very much on cosmical 
and interstellar agencies. Armed with the 
spectroscope and other modern philosophical 
inventions of the Jciod, the astronomer is better 
able to examine aixd study thesa remote phe- 
nomena to-day than he was a century ago 
to determine the right ascension of a star. 
The meteorological facts which are being so 
industriously stored up by the Weather Bureau 
iu this country, and by similar institutions in 
Europe, will be of inestimable value standing 
alone, but of infinitely greater value if con- 
nected and compared with parallel cosmical 
phenomena. In the enormous work of col- 
lecting the requisite information on these 
really practical matters it is idle to depend 
upon private observers, liable to the bias of 
their own theories, poor and ill equipped for 
such tabors. Only by a governmental or inter- 
national system of research can it ever be 
hoped to gain a trustworthy account of the 
countless and instructive changes that daily 
affect our own planet, and thus lift the veil of 
mystery which overhangs its meteorology. 


These solar spots have been observed since 


the time of Galileo, and it is time that their 
precise significance in our planetary system 
should, if possible, be determined, and they 
should be subjected to rigid scrutiny.

Hunted by all the detectives 
in the Union, with a reward of thousands of 
dollars offered for his apprehension, he lived 
for months within half a mile -of our City 
TTnll. and in constant intercourse with mem- 
bers of the police, who never for one moment 
dreamed he was a prize whose arrest would 
make a man rich if proof could be produced 
to convict him as Benjamin Nathan's mur- 
derer.

Ample time will probably be taken to 
secure all possible evidence tending to connect 
Forrester, the burglar and thief, with this 
capital offence. 
So far as the public know 


no positive proof of that character exists. 
Certain suggestive coincidences are admit 
ted, and it is safe to presume that Super- 
intendent Kelso has evidence which will sur- 
prise even those who have studied closely all 
the developments of that famous and mysteri- 
ous case. 
Forrester is cool and apparently 


confident of acquittal on this charge, saying he 
is able to establish an alibi by incontrovert- 
ible proof. Public curiosity is thoroughly 
excited and every step in these proceedings 
will be -watched with the deepest interest.
